PROGRAM  RATIONALE  AND  PHILOSOPHY 

Social  studies  provide  opportunities  for  students  to  develop  the  attitudes,  skills  and  knowledge 
that  will  enable  them  to  become  engaged,  active,  informed  and  responsible  citizens. 
Recognition  and  respect  for  individual  and  collective  identity  is  essential  in  a  pluralistic  and 
democratic  society.  Social  studies  helps  students  develop  their  sense  of  self  and  community, 
encouraging  them  to  affirm  their  place  as  citizens  in  an  inclusive,  democratic  society. 


Program  Vision 

The  Alberta  Social  Studies  Kindergarten  to  Grade  12  Program  of  Studies  meets  the  needs  and 
reflects  the  nature  of  21st  century  learners.   It  has,  at  its  heart,  the  concepts  of  citizenship  and 
identity  in  the  Canadian  context.  The  program  reflects  multiple  perspectives,  including 
Aboriginal  and  Francophone  that  contribute  to  Canada's  evolving  realities.   It  fosters  the  building 
of  a  society  that  is  pluralistic,  bilingual,  multicultural,  inclusive  and  democratic.  The  program 
emphasizes  the  importance  of  diversity  and  respect  for  differences  as  well  as  the  need  for  social 
cohesion  and  the  effective  functioning  of  society.   It  promotes  a  sense  of  belonging  and 
acceptance  in  students  as  they  engage  in  active  and  responsible  citizenship  at  the  local, 
community,  provincial,  national  and  global  level. 

Central  to  the  vision  of  the  Alberta  social  studies  program  is  the  recognition  of  tne  diversity  of 
experiences  and  perspectives  and  the  pluralistic  nature  of  Canadian  society.   Pluralism  builds 
upon  Canada's  historical  and  constitutional  foundations,  which  reflect  the  country's  Aboriginal 
heritage,  bilingual  nature  and  multicultural  realities.  A  pluralistic  view  recognizes  that  citizenship 
and  identity  are  shaped  by  multiple  factors  such  as  culture,  language,  environment,  gender, 
ideology,  religion,  spirituality  and  philosophy. 


Definition  of  Social  Studies 

Social  studies  is  the  study  of  people  in  relation  to  each  other  and  to  their  world.   It  is  an 
issues-focused  and  inquiry -based  interdisciplinary  subject  that  draws  upon  history,  geography, 
ecology,  economics,  law,  philosophy,  political  science  and  other  social  science  disciplines. 
Social  studies  foster  students'  understanding  of  and  involvement  in  practical  and  ethical  is  sues 
that  face  their  communities  and  humankind.  Social  studies  is  integral  to  the  process  of  enabling 
students  to  develop  an  understanding  of  who  they  are,  what  they  want  to  become  and  the 
society  in  which  they  want  to  live. 
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The  Role  of  Social  Studies 

Social  studies  develops  the  key  values  and  attitudes,  knowledge  and  understanding,  and  skills 
and  processes  necessary  for  students  to  become  active  and  responsible  citizens,  engaged  in 
the  democratic  process  and  aware  of  their  capacity  to  effect  change  in  their  communities, 
society  and  world.

Many  Voices  (Kindergarten)  is  a  multicomponent  resource  that  has  been  developed  in  conjunction  with 
Alberta  Education  to  support  the  new  social  studies  curriculum  for  Kindergarten.   The  resource  is 
designed  to  address  all  of  the  outcomes  for  Kindergarten.    Each  of  the  big  books  addresses  one  of  the 
two  general  outcomes:   "I  am  Unique"  and  "I  Belong."   The  complete  resource  package  addresses  the 
specific  outcomes  and  the  skills  and  processes  for  Kindergarten.

There  are  multiple  components  in  the  teacher  package  to  support  use  of  the  student  big  books  in  the 
classroom.    There  are  eight  wall-sized  teaching  posters  that  include  charts,  diagrams,  scenes, 
photographs,  maps  and  poems.    There  is  an  audio  CD  pack  that  includes  songs,  musical  selections  and 
readings  from  selected  discovery  books.

Many  Voices  (Grade  3)  is  a  multicomponent  resource  that  has  been  developed  in  conjunction  with  Alberta 
Education  to  support  the  new  social  studies  curriculum  for  Grade  3.   The  resource  is  designed  to  meet  all 
of  the  outcomes  for  Grade  3.  The  student  text,  Connecting  with  the  World, addressee  the  two  general 
outcomes:   "Communities  in  the  World"  and  "Global  Citizenship."  The  complete  resource  package 
addresses  the  specific  outcomes  and  the  skills  and  processes  for  Grade  3. 

The  six  discovery  books — Wish  You  Were  Here,  India,  Myths  and  Legends,  Peru,  Tunisia,  and 
Ukraine — are  mainly  nonfiction  material  and  feature  a  variety  of  genres,  including  songs,  stories,  letters, 
reports  and  journals.   Additionally,  there  are  18  photo  cards  featuring  large,  full-colour  photographs  of 
people,  places,  technologies,  events,  traditions  and  activities  that  can  be  used  to  stimulate  class 
discussion. 

There  are  multiple  components  in  the  teacher  package  to  support  use  of  the  student  text  in  the  classroom. 
There  are  three  wall-sized  teaching  posters  that  include  charts,  diagrams,  scenes,  photographs,  maps 
and  poems.    There  is  an  audio  CD  pack  that  includes  songs,  musical  selections  and  readings  from 
selected  discovery  books.   There  is  a  CD-ROM  designed  to  simulate  Internet  research  in  a  safe 
environment  and  to  develop  research  skills.   This  CD-ROM  may  be  used  on  network  or  stand-alone 
computers  and  will  extend  the  text  and  teacher-resource  activities.   Finally,  there  is  a  teacher  resource 
guide  that  provides  background  information  for  each  unit  with  consistent  and  flexible  lesson  plans.   The 
teacher  resource  guide  also  includes  an  activity  bank  to  accommodate  differentiated  learning, 
cross-curricular  connections,  the  inquiry  process  as  well  as  a  variety  of  formal  and  informal  assessment 
tools.   A  CD-ROM  is  included  in  the  teacher  guide  that  provides  blackline  and  assessment  masters  and 
lyrics  and  translations  of  the  audio  CD  pack.

Our  World  (Grade  3):    World  Communities  has  been  developed  in  conjunction  with  Alberta  Education  to 
support  the  new  social  studies  curriculum  for  Grade  3.   The  resource  is  designed  to  meet  all  of  the 
outcomes  for  Grade  3.

The  student  text  is  accompanied  by  a  teaching  resource  with  an  audio  CD.  The  teaching  resource 
contains  lesson  plans,  blackline  masters  and  assessment  blackline  masters  to  support  the  teaching  of 
the  student  textbook.   The  resource  contains  practical  support  enabling  teachers  to  manage  classroom 
instruction  with  ease.    Lesson  plans  are  divided  into  three  main  sections:    planning  information,  activities 
and  optional  activities.    Sidebars  provide  tips  for  the  teacher,  including  notes  about  ongoing  assessment, 
integration  opportunities  and  related  skills  pages.    In  addition,  a  10-card  activity  pack  is  available,  with  a 
card  for  each  chapter  that  reinforces  concepts  with  hands-on  activities.   Each  card  is  clearly  referenced  to 
suggested  lesson  plans  in  the  teaching  resource.
